WHAT'S WRONG WITH THE + 
CINEMA? 


4 af hae no use for the cinema," a 

‘ friend remarked the other 
day. “The stuff served up -is 
neither good art nor good enter- 
tninment.” The condemnation is, 
of course, too sweeping, but it Is 
‘impossible to deny that the cinema, 
in spite of its amazing technical 
advances, has 60 far quite de- 
finitely. not fulfilled its promise as 
a cultural force. The function of 
entertainment is, -obviously, to 
entertain, and any conscious and 
deliberate attempt to graft “up- 
lift” on to ‘the cinema would 
surely mect with the fate it would 
deserve. But there is no reason 
in the world tvhy a film, in order 
to amuse, should be an insult to 
the intelligence or an offence to 
good taste, ns some admittedly are, 
jor at best compotnded of sac- 
charine sentiment and unlikely 
situation, ns are .80 very many 
others. Too seldom docs the film 
story of to-day ring true to life, 
and arquse genuine emotion by the 
portraval‘of authentic” mon’ and 
women rencting to’ circumstances 
not ‘utterly Uevold of probability. 
This criticism naturally does not 
apply to films whose purpose is 
fratikly:to create laughter, One 
svould as_soon.dream of. objecting 
to'a fairy tale or. a,,.3Wodchouse 
novel as-of taking. exception to a 
Ralph Lynn-Tom Walls farce. on 
the ground thdt it is utterly re- 
mote from reality!

THE MEANS TEST 


Rioting such as that which oc- 
curred in London on Wednesday, 
whilst it serves to direct attention 
to the grievances of the workless, 
cannot. but be deplored. It seems 
fnirly clear that the. outbreak was 
organised by the National Unem- 
ployed Workers’ “Movement, a 
Communist body which: some 
weeks aga created a disturbance 
at Birkenhead, and with which, it 
is worth noting, the Birkenhead 
Unemployed Association has de- 
clined to have anything to do. 
These mischief-makers have, with- 
out a doubt, - been seeking to 
utilise the sufferings of the idle 
workers for their own unworthy 
ends, attempting to get the unem- 
ployed to take the Jaw into their 
own hands even to the extent of 
attacking the police and looting 
shops. There can be nothing but 
disgust felt by all reasonable- 
minded pcople at such tactics; the 
pity is that there should be men 
willing to be made the tools of 
such seallywags. 

But the riotous scenes in Lon- 
don, as well as other demonstra- 
tions which have occurred else- 
where, are merely an outward Jn- 


dication of intense dissatisfuttion . 


which has been felt over the work- 
ing of what ia known as the Means 
Test, the operation of which has 
diminished the burden of Exche- 
quer payments to the unemployed. 
In principle, this test is quite de- 
fensible, since it ia only right 
that the State, before granting a 
man relief, should be satisfied 
that he needs It. But the trouble 
is that the Poor Law machinery 
has been used in the operation of 
the test, a clreumstance ‘which 
hes aronsod widespread ‘resent- 
ment. Let us seo how the Means 
Test works. The regulations lay 
it down that the local authority 
shall “make such inquiries and 
otherwise deal with the case as if 
thoy wore ostimating the need of 
an unemployed able-bodied person 


who-had appliad for public sasalat-. 


ance.” This moans that the Re- 


Gross snomalics, hardships’ and 
inequalities have, it is claimed, 
resulted from the handing over of 
the Means Test to the local au- 
thoritics. 
Committees, who have full discre- 
tion as to the amount of payment 
granted, exercise thelr. powers in 
most diverse ways. Cases have 
been cited in which workers havo 
had their grants reduced on re 
moval from one area to another, 
not by renson of any change in 
circumstances, but simply because 
of the different policies of Public 
Assistance Committees. What is 
more, there are many people in 
precisely the same circumstances 
in contiguous arens getting en- 
tirely different treatment. The 
rules under which the Committees 
work cover five main sources of 
income—disability pensions, com- 
pensation swards, personal say- 
ings, lodgers’ rent, and the carn- 
ings of relatives. Under each 
head, it uppears, there are start- 
j ling differences of .practice. All 
over the country, there have been 
protests against the operation of

Tho Archbishop anid they felt a 
moral obligation that the promise 
given ‘by tne Allied Powers after 
the Great War should be fulfilled, 
and they thought it would be moril- 
ly wrong, at this stage in the 
world’s history, to acquiesce in any- 
thing leas than wide and general 
reduction of armaments since arms- 
ments would bring no sort of 
security for peace, but, rather, the 
constant menace ‘of war. 

RESTRICTION HOPES. 

They hoped there might bo a 
resolute endeavour to restrict and 
in aome cases even to forbid, the 
uae of five entegories of obviously 
aggressvie weapons, namely, 
tanks, land guns, submarines, war- 
ships over 10,000 tons, and mill-.

of the winter scason held last night 
under the auspices of the Y.M.C.A.

The debate, ‘which centred 
round the motion “That the House 
of Commons be Abolished”, was- 
thorouchly enjovable, although it 
wos clear that the speakers ap 
proached their subject with some 
reserve ond diffidence. The pro- 
posers failed to make good their 
case and the audience turned the 
.motion down by the clear majority 
of 32 to 10. : 

Dr. E. L. Allen moved the motion 
ond gave n short history of the 
House of Commons, He showed 
‘how serious had been the effect 
of the Reform Bill, particularly on 
the landed aristocracy. The’ old 
nobility had- hitherto been in the 
habit of sending thelr one son to 
the House, at something like 10/- 
per vote ina rotten borough. Now, 
there were not anv . rotten 
dDoroughs, and there. were more 
votes to buy which made the hobby 
too expensive for the aristocracy 
who wisely withdrew from com- 
‘petition, and sent all their sons to 
the Church and the Bar. 


LAWYERS CRITICISED. 


This meant that the legal pro- 
feasion became overcrowded. The 
result wns the Lawyers Grand 
Council held on secret mecting and 
decided that at each election a | 
number of. lawyers should be 
chosen by lot to enter Parliament 
and make laws 80 complicated and 
unintelligible that decent citizens 
could not possibily avoid breaking 
them, so that there would: be 
‘plenty of work for the rest.af the 
profession! 

Of Inte the House of Commons 
had become more a sort of variety 
entertainment, the most famous 
performance within its walls being 
that of x gentleman who put four- 
pence into a hat and took out 
ninepence, As a result he ‘waa 
known as the Welsh Wizard. 


THE REAL RULERS. 


Dr. Allen claimed that the 
country was not ruled by the 
House of Commons but ‘by the 
Chairman of the Bank of England, 
the Chnirman of the T.U.C., and 
the President of the Federation of 
British Industries. If they took 
awny the covering provided by the 
Commons, they would find the fate 
of the country in the hands of 
these men, : ' 

Did they want to.be governed? 
asked the speaker. He did not be- 
Neve they did. He therefore 
suggested that the country be 
turned into one huge constituency, 
and that cach man and woman 
answer the following questionaire: 
—1, which will you have as Pre- 
sident for the next year of the 
three gentlemen sbove-named? 2 
If you don’t like them taken singly, 
suggest any possible combination 
of two? 3. Do you prefer not to 
be governed at all? 


THE OPPOSITION. 


Mr. D. J. S. Crozier, leader of 
the opposition, also sketched the 
hiatory of the House of Commons 
in support of his arguments, and 
pointed out how the Commong had 
time and again saved England from 
the machinations of despotic Kings 
cand rulers. The Commons always 
stood for the liberty of the sub- 
ject, and had provided for — the 
freedom of the Press, Catholic 
Emancipation, the abolition of 
slavery and the legality of strikes. 

The House of Commons was 


| never atatic and was continually 
i changing itself to suit the require- 


ments of the day. Jt had several 
times reformed, itaclf and to-day 
was still re-orwanising itself. It 
wns 2 happy balance between the 
other two factors of government, 
the Crown and the Lords. It was 
an aneunrd against individualism 
and against the syndicalists, and 
us such the House of Cémmons 
wae invaluable. . 

The Commons always had, and 
still does. truly reflect the national 
tempo. -It stands for something 
from which we cannot dissociate 
ourselves, : 

Mr. S, A. Gray seconded the re- 
solution and claimed that the House 
of Commons to-day was dominated 
by party politics “ nnd. party 
moachinory. Honesty of purpose 
and conaclontloneaness were ruined 
by the party whip system, which 
denied n. member of Parliament 
the. right of the Freo Vote.. 

Mr. J. J. Ferguson was suppor- 
ter for the-onnasition and ina 
colourful. peroration described the: 
desolation which would. result 
‘from tho abolition of the House of 
Commons. can 

Thore was quite an animated 
dilecusaton from the ‘body of tho 
hall -and-the-: vote: - 
taken. are 


London, Oct. 20.° 

An carnest effort in the cause 
of disarmament was promised 
by the Prime Minister to-day 
when he received a large repre- 
sentative deputation from Bri- 
tish Churches, headed by the 
Archbishops of Canterbury and 
York and leaders of other 
Churches. 

The deputation which. was re- 
ecived at the Foreign Offices urged 
the speeding up of the Disarma- 
ment Conference and assured the 
Government of the — unreservo 
support in efforts to obtain a sub- 
stantin} measure of disarmament. 

The possibility that the - Prime 
Minister will shortly accompany 
Sir John Simon to Geneva “to get 
& general better understanding 
among: nations” was mentioned by 
Mr. Ramsay MacDonald. 


GROWING CONCERN. 


The Archbjshop of Canterbury, 
who led the deputation, stated that 
he had rarely known any subject’ 
which had aroused in the churches 
such unanimity and depth of con- 
viction as disarmament., They re- 
cognised fully the practical dif- 
ficulties with which Ministers were 
faced, and wished to assure them 
of support of a great volume of 
Christian public opinion which felt 
growing concern at the inter- 


‘national situgtion and the present 


position of the Disarmament Con- 
ference, 

The Archbishop snid they felt n 
moral obligation that the promise 
given by the Allied Powers after 
the Great War should be fulfilled, 
and they thought it would be moral- 
ly wrong, at this stage in the 
world’s history, to acquiesce in any- 
thing less than wide and general 
reduction of armaments since arma. 
ments would bring no sort of 
security for peace, but, rather, the 
constant menace of war. 


‘RESTRICTION HOPES. 


They hoped there might be no 
resolute endeavour to restrict and 
in some cases even to forbid, the 
use of five categories of ‘obviously 
aggressvie © weapons, namely, 
tanks, land guns, submarines, war- 
ships over 10,000 tons, and mili- 
tary: aircraft. 

They would also give enthusias- 
tie support to the maintenance of 
as close co-operation as possible 
with:the United States. Britain 
was the -natural link . between 
Europe and America, and if in the 
anxious times ahend such co- 
operation could be maintained, it 
would have an enormous effect 
upon world opinion. 

They bdelleved the British 
Government, by renson of armam- 
ment reductions which Britain had 
already effected, by its known 
sympathy to France, and by its de- 


clared desire to be fair and just }- 


to Germany, was in n position to 
give a really effective lead on dis- 
armament, and that the best 
elements in Europe would welcome 


‘Tsuch a Jend in the present per- 


plexity and confusion. 
PRESSURE WELCOMED. 


After other members of the 
deputation had spoken, the 
Foreign Secretary, Sir John Simon, 
expressed appreciation of the 
yisit and welcomed all pressure 
they could bring io strengthen 
their hands. Regarding the recent 
British Note to Germany, he snid 
it was not written to urge a legal 
proposition, bat was designed to 
put aside technical and legal 
arguments as not being the real 
ground to explore in order to 
insist that the real claim for 
conaideration of the rest of tho 
Powers was a claim in the moral 
and not in the legal sphere. What 


could bo done in the future was 0 


not to be restricted hy dwelling | 
simply upon what Britain had 

achfoved since the war In the 

name of disarmament. On the 

other hand to forget what we had 

done would be a great injustice to 

Britain, and would actually hinder 

neceptance by their own people of 

the desire to end war. : 


BRITAIN'S RECORD. 


Britain -was the only great 
country in the world that had 
made any reductions {n-aymament. 
'That fact, combined with her 
existing responsibility for pulice 
and protective action in all parts 
of the world, must be borna in 
‘mind. . The real complication, said 
Sir John Simon, arcse-in fitting 
the moral purpose which thoy all 
wished to pursuo into the exces- 
sive complications of the practical 
purpose,

tries, with whom the initlative 
now lay in regard to the removal 
ot the barriers to n free exchange 
of goods. 


ENORMOUS DISPARITY. 


The only means by which the 
enormous disparity between the 
economic position of the creditor 
and ‘debtor nations could be 
balanced or reduced to a reason: 
uble' level was by a reduction of 
tariff barriers. 

He expressed the hope that the 
voluntary conversion of loans in 
other countries: would opcn up 
possibilities of a reduction of 
Germany’s heavy burden of in- 
terest upon foreign loans.—Renter.
